Police “armed and trained”

William Sheehan does not like the 
police. He expresses his views about 
what he calls police corruption in 
Washington State on his Web site, 
where he also posts lists of police 
officers' addresses, home phone 
numbers and Social Security numbers. 

State officials say those postings 
expose officers and their families to 
danger and invite identity theft. But 
neither litigation nor legislation has 
stopped Sheehan, who promises to 
expand his site to include every police 
and corrections officer in the state by 
the end of the year. 

Sheehan says he obtains the 
information lawfully, from voter 
registration, property, motor vehicle 
and other official records. But his 
provocative use of personal data raises 
questions about how the law should 
address the dissemination of accurate, 
publicly available information that is 
selected and made accessible in a way 
that may facilitate the invasion of 
privacy, computer crime, even violence. 

Larry Erickson, executive director of the 
Washington Association of Sheriffs and 
Police Chiefs, says the organization's 
members are disturbed by Mr. 
Sheehan's site. 

"Police officers go out at night," Mr. 
Erickson said, "they make people mad, 
and they leave their families behind." 


public but hard to obtain and 
information that can be fetched with an 
Internet search engine. 

In 1989, in a case not involving 
computer technology, the Supreme 
Court did allow the government to 
refuse journalists' Freedom of 
Information Act request for paper 
copies of information it had compiled 
from arrest and conviction records 
available in scattered public files. The 
court cited the "practical obscurity" of 
the original records. 

But once accurate information is in 
private hands like Sheehan's, the 
courts have been extremely reluctant to 
interfere with its dissemination. 

Sheehan, a 41-year-old computer 
engineer in Mill Creek, Wash., near 
Seattle, says his postings hold the 
police accountable, by facilitating 
picketing, the serving of legal papers 
and research into officers' criminal 
histories. His site collects news articles 
and court papers about what he 
describes as inadequate and insincere 
police investigations, and about police 
officers who have themselves run afoul 
of the law. 

His low opinion of the police has its 
roots in a 1998 dispute with the Police 
Department of Kirkland, Wash., over 
whether he lied in providing an alibi for 
a friend charged with domestic 
violence. Sheehan was found guilty of 
making a false statement and 
harassing a police officer and was 
sentenced to six months in jail, but 
served no time: the convictions were 
overturned. 


He started his Web site in the spring of 
2001. "There is not a single incident," 
Sheehan said, "where a police officer 
has been harassed as a result of 
police-officer information being on the 
Internet." 

Last year, in response to a complaint 
by the Kirkland police about Sheehan's 
site, the Washington Legislature 
enacted a law prohibiting the 
dissemination of the home addresses, 
phone numbers, birth dates and Social 
Security numbers of law enforcement, 
corrections and court personnel if it 
was meant "to harm or intimidate." 

As a result, Sheehan, who had taken 
delight in bringing his project to the 
attention of local police departments, 
removed those pieces of information 
from his site. But he put them back in 
May, when a federal judge, deciding on 
a challenge brought by Sheehan 
himself, struck down the law as 
unconstitutional. 

The ruling, by John C. Coughenour, 
chief judge of the Federal District Court 
in Seattle, said Sheehan's site was 
"analytically indistinguishable from a 
newspaper." 

"There is cause for concern," Judge 
Coughenour wrote, "when the 
Legislature enacts a statute proscribing 
a type of political speech in a concerted 
effort to silence particular speakers." 

The state government, he continued, 
"boldly asserts the broad right to outlaw 
any speech - whether it be anti-Semitic, 
anti-choice, radical religious, or critical 
of police - so long as a jury of one's 
peers concludes that the speaker 


The law generally draws no distinction 
between information that is nominally 








subjectively intends to intimidate others 
with that speech." 

Bruce E. H. Johnson, a Seattle lawyer 
specializing in First Amendment issues, 
said Judge Coughenour was correct in 
striking down the statute because it 
treated identical publicly available 
information differently depending on the 
authorities' perception of the intent of 
the person who disseminated it. 

Elena Garella, Sheehan's lawyer, said 
there was one principle at the heart of 
the case. "Once the cat is out of the 
bag," she said, "the government has no 
business censoring information or 
punishing people who disseminate it." 

Fred Olson, a spokesman for the state 
attorney general, Christine O. Gregoire, 
said the state would not appeal Judge 
Coughenour's decision. 

"Our attorneys reviewed the decision 
and the case law," Olson said, "and 
they just felt there was very, very little 
likelihood that we would prevail on 
appeal. Our resources are much better 
used to find a legislative solution." 

But Bill Finkbeiner, a state senator who 
was the main sponsor of the law that 
was struck down, said the judge's 
opinion left little room for a legislative 
repair. He said he was frustrated. 

"This isn't just bad for police officers 
and corrections employees," 
Finkbeiner said. "It really doesn't bode 
well for anybody. Access to personal 
information changes when that 
information is put in electronic form." 

Sheehan says one sort of data he has 
posted has given him pause. "I'll be 
honest and say I do have a quandary 
over the Social Security numbers," he 
said. "I'm going to publish them 
because that's how I got the rest of my 
information, and I want to let people 
verify my data. But our state 
government shouldn't be releasing that 
data." 

Lt. Rex Caldwell, a spokesman for the 
Police Department in Kirkland, said his 
colleagues there were resigned to 
Sheehan's site, and added that much of 
the information posted on it was out of 
date. 

When the matter first came up, "people 
were extremely unhappy about it," 


Caldwell said. "Now it's more of an 
annoyance than anything else. The 
official line from the chief is that we're 
still concerned. At the same time, 
everyone's greatest fear, of people 
using this to track them down, has not 
materialized." 

Nor is there any indication that the site 
has led to identity theft, he said. 

Brightening, Caldwell said some 
officers even welcomed the posting of 
their home addresses, if that 
encouraged Sheehan to visit. 

"If he wants to drop by the house," 
Lieutenant Caldwell said, "the police 
officers would be more than happy to 
welcome him. We're all armed and 
trained." - Liberty's Educational

License-plate spray foils 
cameras 

Motorists have a new weapon 
in their arsenal against photo-radar, 
and it comes in a can for $29.99. A 
clear spray called Photoblocker can be 
applied to license plates to make them 
hyper-reflective and unreadable when 
the camera flashes. 

The product, marketed by 
online merchant Phantom Plate 
(www.phantomplate.com), defies laws 
that preclude motorists from placing 
covers over their license plates but 
have no provisions for a clear spray. 

Joe Scott, the marketing 
director for Photoblocker, said he 
knows of no jurisdictions that ban the 
spray. Most states have laws against 
obscuring or distorting license plates, 
but Photoblocker obscures the license 
plate only in a photo, Scott said, 
making it legal or at least difficult for 
police to detect with the naked eye. 

Capt. John Lamb of the 
Denver Police Department said a test 


of the spray proved effective at 
producing a glare over the license 
plate. 

The Federal Highway 
Administration says 21 states have red- 
light or speed-detection cameras in 
place or are considering installing the 
devices. 

Lt. Patrick Burke of the 
Metropolitan Police Department said 
the spray isn't banned by any laws in 
the District of Columbia, but he has yet 
to see a spray that is effective. 

Critics of traffic cameras say 
the devices violate privacy and enforce 
unfairly. Photoblocker’s Scott says use 
of the cameras constitutes entrapment. 
"Decent folks — law-abiding citizens — 
are getting penalized left and right for 
clearing intersections a little too late, or 
entering and then backing up,” he said, 
adding that one client reported being 
ticketed for a red-light violation when 
he was part of a police-escorted funeral 
procession. 

“The cameras were put in place just 
to raise revenue and not to make things 
safer," Scott said. 

The District has collected $21.6 
million in fines since August 1999 from 
its 39 red-light cameras. An additional 
$29 million has been collected from 
speed cameras since their installation 
in August 2001. 

Roy Reyer, a former police officer, 
operates PhotoBuster.com, a Web site 
that distributes a product similar to 
Photoblocker called Photo Fog. He said 
anger with the "Big Brother attitude" of 
governments has fueled the innovation. 

Clear license plate covers preceded 
the spray. They deflect light to make 
plates unreadable from the side and 
from above, but not from directly 
behind a car. Some jurisdictions that 
employ the camera-enforcement 
technology have banned these 
products. 

That hasn't stopped Phantom Plate 
and other distributors from selling the 
covers. Clear Covers advertises them 
online as a "great way to protect your 
front license plate from dust, dirt and 
bugs." 

In a game of innovation to stay 
ahead of traffic enforcement, the 
market has produced radar detectors 
and radar jammers — now banned in 
some states — as well as a license 
plate cover that deflects police radar. 

Motorists aren't the only ones with 
clever tricks. Paradise Valley, Ariz.,

cactus plants along roadways, the 
Weekly Standard reported.

FEMA Reborn 

First, a quick history lesson. 
Upon his ascension to the highest 
office in the land, Ronald Reagan 
appointed one Louis O. Giuffrida 
Director of the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency. Giuffrida 
seemed an odd choice; FEMA deals 
primarily with disaster relief, whereas 
the new Director was a former general 
in the California National Guard. 

As a National Guard general, 
Guiffrida had formulated several 
contingency plans for what was 
euphemistically referred to as 
"domestic counter-insurgency." 

Essentially, Giuffrida favored using 
American combat troops to round up 
individuals protesting, say, an 
American invasion of Nicaragua. These 
individuals would then be thrown into 
"detention centers"; until the 
"emergency"; was deemed over. 
Giuffrida's counterinsurgency plans 
followed him to FEMA. 

Executive orders by the Reagan 
White House- still in effect -granted 
the agency vast new powers. For 
instance, EO 10995 allowed FEMA to 
seize any and all "communications 
media"; EO 11000 gave FEMA the 
power to arrest any citizen and put 
them to work on various federal 
projects; EO 11051 let FEMA institute 
any new executive orders the felt 
necessary during a "national 
emergency." Perhaps worst of all, in 
Executive Order 11490, the president 
granted himself the power to declare 
such an emergency at any time, 
without consulting Congress or the 
American people. This would allow the 
president and FEMA to rule the country 
via outright martial law. 

Perhaps the most troubling 
harbinger of things to come was during 
an operation code named Night Train. 
Readiness Exercise 1984, or REX-84, 
was a war game scenario dealing with, 
among other things, the invasion of 
war-torn Nicaragua by American 
troops. Part of Night Train, RX-84 was 
an exercise for what FEMA now viewed 
as its main mission-the arrest of up to 
100,000 American citizens deemed 
"national security threats," and their 
imprisonment, without trial, in one of 
the several detention centers scattered 
around the country. 


Thankfully, before anything came of 
these plans, the heat came down on 
Giuffrida's fiefdom. Though infringing 
on the natural rights of man is just fine 
with the feds, FEMA was collecting 
intelligence on domestic 

"troublemakers" under the guise of 
counter-terrorism. This cut in on the 
FBI's territory, and that just wouldn't do. 
Attorney General William French Smith 
forced the matter, demanding FEMA 
turn over the intelligence it had 
gathered. In the end, Giuffrida turned 
over some 12,000 dossiers on political 
activists, survivalists, and tax 
protesters. This public scolding, along 
with a series of articles about FEMA’s 
abuses by investigative reporter Jack 
Anderson, lead to calls by some for 
change at FEMA. Finally, in 1985, 
when it was discovered that General 
Giuffrida had used $170,000 of the 
agency's funds to build himself a 
swinging bachelor pad in Emmitsburg, 
Maryland, he resigned in disgrace. 

Throughout the late '80s and early 
'90s, FEMA returned to its original role- 
-giving your tax dollars to idiots who 
should have bought flood insurance. 
However, since 9/11, the agency has 
made numerous disturbing moves to 
reassert its power. 

A quick glance at the Department of 
Homeland Security will reveal that this 
isn't a new agency-it's just FEMA, with 
a greatly expanded mandate and a few 
other agencies grafted on. This will 
swell FEMA's ranks from 2,600 to 
170,000 employees. What's worse, the 
Department of Homeland Security is 
slated to have more armed agents than 
any other domestic law enforcement 
group. The agency has now received 
the role it has always desired, as the 
catch-all guarantor of national security. 

Furthermore, FEMA appears to be 
actively obscuring its position of 
prominence in the new order. 
Remember the snitch program 
Operation TIPS? The program's 
website stated that it was "a project of 
the U.S. Department of Justice." This is 
an outright, bald-faced lie. According to 
research conducted by investigative 
journalist Ritt Goldstein, the funding 
and personnel for Operation TIPS lead 
straight back to FEMA. The Executive 
Branch, knowing that somebody would 
remember the abuses of the 1980s, 
deliberately hid the agency's 
involvement. 

And perhaps most disturbing of all? 
In the summer of 2002, Newsmax 

reported FEMA was searching out 

qualified contractors for three $6 million 
building projects for three "temporary 

cities," supposedly for use by 

Americans fleeing a nuclear, chemical, 


or biological attack. Of course, this was 
precisely the excuse given for 
Giuffrida's internment camps. Probably 
just a coincidence, right? 

Right?

CHICAGO, July 31 /PRNewswire/ — 
Chicago-area civil rights leaders 
expressed disappointment in Gov. Rod 
Blagojevich's decision to veto provisions 
of a death penalty reform bill to decertify 
policemen who commit perjury in 
homicide investigations. 

The vetoed provision provides that 
a police officer could lose his job if the 
Illinois Law Enforcement Training 
Standards Board finds, by clear and 
convincing evidence, that the officer lied 
under oath. 

"We must express disappointment 
and concern about his decision to veto 
the police decertification provisions of 
the bill. Law enforcement is the first 
point of contact for criminal suspects. 
Good police work brings wrongdoers to 
justice, but unethical and unscrupulous 
police work leads to the conviction, 
incarceration, or execution of innocent 
people," said James W. Compton, 
Chicago Urban League President and 
CEO. 

Continuing, he noted, "State and 
local governments spend millions to 
compensate the innocent for years lost 
in prison. Law enforcement officers who 
use their badge and uniform to 
deliberately mislead the public must no 
longer serve as police officers. Those 
sworn to uphold the law must do so." 

Rev. James Demus, president of the 
South Side Branch of the NAACP said, 
"The goal of the criminal justice system 
is not convictions but justice, and justice 
is not served if people are incarcerated 
or sentenced to die because a police 
officer deliberately lied to a jury."

An ex post facto law is “a law 
which provides for the infliction of 
punishment upon a person for an act 
done which, when it was committed, 
was innocent.” Black’s Law Dictionary, 
6 th Ed. 


Pretty plain, huh? Legislators 
can’t make something illegal that was 
legal prior to the passage of the ex post 
facto law. 

But the 1996 Lautenberg 
Domestic Violence Act, says that 
anyone who has ever been convicted of 
misdemeanor domestic violence cannot 
own a gun, even if the act occurred 30 
years ago. That's right -- the gun ban is 
retroactive. Ex post facto and therefore 
illegal.

Northern Command Said Fully 
Operational 

PETERSON AIR FORCE 
BASE, Colo. (AP) - The only military 
command focused solely on defending 
U.S. soil was declared fully operational 
Sept. 11, two years after the terrorist 
attack that led to its formation. 

Over the past year, officials at 
this Air Force base near Colorado 
Springs have been tweaking Northcom's 
structure and operations in tackling its 
twin missions of defending the country 
and supporting civil authorities. 

Even before it was declared 
fully operational, Northern Command 
commander Gen. Ralph "Ed" Eberhart 
and his team helped with natural 
disasters, the Columbia shuttle disaster 
and the Washington, D.C.-area sniper 
shootings. 

Recently command troops 
monitored soldiers sent to fight fires in 


Montana, prepared for the potential 
landfall of Hurricane Isabel and watched 
for potential threats on the anniversary 
of the Sept. 11 attacks. 

“This is the first time in a long 
time a command was stood up from 
nothing,'” said Marine Corps Col. Gene 
Pino, the command's director of training 
and exercises. "Northern Command is 
the true evolution of a new entity." 

The 2001 attacks heightened 
the push for a single command 
responsible for defense within U.S. 
borders, something that hasn't existed 
since the days of George Washington. 

Defense Secretary Donald 
Rumsfeld in April 2002 announced plans 
to create the command, and Eberhart, 
also commander in chief of North 
American Aerospace Defense 
Command, or NORAD, became its 
commander. 

NORAD's mission has changed 
since the 2001 attacks to focus not only 
on potential air attacks from overseas 
but within the country. NORAD has 
scrambled fighters or diverted patrols 
more than 1,500 times since Sept. 11, 
2001. 

Northcom used to share space 
with NORAD deep in nearby Cheyenne 
Mountain in the startup days. 

Eventually, there will be about 
925 personnel, both military and civilian, 
plus about 350 contract workers. 

The Origins of the Peace 
Symbol

The so-called peace symbol is 
a circle containing a vertical line and two 
downward sloping lines, one on each 
side. Pacifists had been told that the 
symbol was created in 1958 for use in 
the Aldermaster Easter Peace Walk in 
England. 

Supposedly, the design was a 
combination of semaphore signs for the 
letters N and D, standing for Nuclear 
Disarmament. The reality, however, is 
quite different. It was fashioned after a 
medieval symbol of Satanism, depicting 
the broken cross of Christianity. The 
witch’s foot or ravens foot, as it was 
called in Europe, was then adopted by 
the Muslim world. When the Saracens 
invaded Spain in 711 A.D., the broken 
cross decorated their shields. In 1099 
A.D., the Saracens fought the 
Crusaders under the same symbol. 

The symbol was chosen for the 
Aldermaster Easter Peace Walk by its 
well-known organizer, Bertrand Russell. 
The story about the semaphore symbols 
was an afterthought. Russell was 
fiercely opposed to all religion, but 
particularly Christianity. He had been an 




officer in the Communist Teachers 
League of England. The Daily Worker, 
which was the official newspaper of the 
Communist Party in the U.S., quoted 
Russell as saying: There is no hope in 
anything but the Soviet way. 

Russell was also a prominent 
member of the Fabian Society.

The UN Programme 

In July 2001 the United Nations 
established its Programme of Action for 
Small Arms and Light Weapons. At its 
First Biennial Meeting of States July 7- 
11, 2003 Lincoln P. Bloomfield, Jr., US 
Asst. Sec. for Political-Military Affairs, 
told the UN that lawful gun ownership 
was not part of its mandate; instead it 
must concern itself with “the illicit trade 
in small arms and light weapons.” 

However, since the UN 
believes that any weapon not under 
control of police or military is an “illicit 
weapon” that is therefore not “lawful” 
you can bet it will ignore the (current) 
US position as stated by the Asst. Sec. 
for Political-Military Affairs. 

Bob Barr, former Congressman 
and NRA board member, attended the 
meeting. “It will be extremely 
important,” he said, “to ensure we aren’t 
faced with a legally-binding document 
that would commit us to some form of 
firearms registration and regulation by 
the UN or any outside authority.”
